The fender 
shows the result of the shock by hav- 
ing several slats broken. The car was 
an open motor of light body and was 
quickly stopped, but not before the 
wheels had done their sickening work. 
The motorman, though not classed as 
an old hand’’ has had considerable 
experience. 


EMERSON STORM. 


Kearney House and Residence of Mr. 
Badgley Struck by Lightning. 

Emerson, July 24.—A very severe 
thunder storm passed over this vicinity 
at an early hour Sunday morning.

MINERS STARVING. . 


One Thousand Alaska Miners Stranded 
in Katzline. 

Seattle, Wash., July 24.—From a 
passenger on the steamer Brunswick, 
just arrived here from Alaska, it is 
learned that a prospector is on his way 
from Katzeline bound to Washington 
in behalf of one thousand miners said 
to be stranded in the Katzeline district. 
He will ask the government to send 
revenue cutters to Katzeline Sound and 
he is provided with proof that unless 
government help is given many lives 
will be lost. 

Twelve hundred people went into the 
Ketzeline country well outfitted for the 
search for gold. Two hundred suc- 
ceeded ia getting over the snow last 
winter. Many died en route. There 
are now nearly one thousand people on 
the shore of the Sound, waiting for a 
chance tocome home. No merchant 
vessels will run to that district this 
year, and the whalers, which call in 
there for fresh water, will not take 
passengers. If the miners had the 
means of getting home it is doubtful if 
they could buy their passage. Many 
of them have been sick with scurvy 
and are going to float down the several 
streams running into the Sonnd. 


Robt. G. Ingersoll’s Funeral. 


New York, July 24.— As yet no ar- 
rangements for the funeral of the fate 
Robert G. Ingersoll have been made. 
Monday had been settled on for the 
funeral by the male members of the 
family, but the widow and daughters 
wished tne funeral on Tuesday, and 
that is the day set. It will be a private 
funeral. Noone will be invited but 
those nearest and dearest to tho dead. 
It will be held at the home, in Dodd’s 
Ferry. It will be «secular funeral. 
Saturday there came many offers from 
musicians of note to bring their orches- 
tras and play the last sad strains, but 
the family declined them all. There 
will be no music, perhaps not even an 
address. No singing, no prayers, noth- 
ing but a last leave-taking. Regard- 
ing Colonel Ingersoll's estate, bir 
brother-in-law and private secretary, 
Mr. Farrell, said: It he left a will. 
I don’t know of it. Colonel Ingersoll 
died poor. He has not left any estate 
worth speaking of. Others have had 
the benefit of all that be earned in the 
law and in lecturing. What he did 
not spend on his loved ones he gave 
away in charity.’’

The ex- 
plosion was heard for blocks and hun- 
dreds of people were attracted to the 
scene, but no one was injured. Many 
windows in the big barn were shat- 
tered by the explosion. The shock was 
such as to cause the ground to tremble 
and it seemed for a few moments as 
though the barn itself wouid fall. The 
police suspect two men, who were scen 
about the building acting in a suspic- 
ious manner. In the excitement attend- 
aut on the explosion they however got 
away. 


AMERICANS ATTACKED 


Filipinos Surprised Capt. Byrne’s Com- 
mand at Bobong. 

Manila July 23.—News has been re- 
ceived from General Smith at Iloilo Is- 
land of Panay of a severe fight on Wed- 
nesday at Bobong between Captain 
Byrne of the 16th infantry with seventy 
men and a force of 45 Babaylonas who 
surprised the American troops. One 
hundred and fifteen of the enemy were 
killed as is shown by actual count and 
many a wounded one was taken prison- 
er. The American loss was one man 
killed and one wounded. The fighting 
was mostly at close quarters with 
bayonets and clubbed guns. A consid- 
erable stock of supplies and arms have 
been captured by Captain Byrne who is 
in command of the battalion operating 
at La Carlota in the district of Negros. 

Chief Surgeon Woodhull has sent a 
vigorous protest to the war department 
through General Otis against the inade- 
quate force equipment and accommod- 
ations of the hospital service in Manila. 
He decclines further respontibility for 
the health of the army until the im- 
provement which he recommends are 
adopted. The chief ailmext of the 
troops is dysentry which is largely the 
result of the heavy army rations served 
it being the same that is given the 
soldiers in Alaska.

Rochester N.Y. July 23.—Maggie 
McCall aged 17 who lives with her par- 
ents in a small house about half a mile 
from Morans’ hotel in Greece was 
bratally and perhaps fatally ussaulted 
by her father Nathan McCall at 7 
o’clock last night The girl is at her 
home under a physician's care while 
the whereabonts of her inbuman father 
is at present unknown but it is pre- 
sumed he boarded a coal barge at the 
Charlotte chutes and 1s now on his way 
to Canada. Last night McCall went 
home considerably under the influence 
of liquor. He had objected to Maggie's 
keeping company witb a young man 
named James Parsons. After some 
angry words had passed between Mc- 
Call and his daughter he grasped the 
girl by the shoulders whacked her sev- 
erely in he body several times and fin- 
alty hurled her forcibly to the ground 
where her bead struck a sharp stone 
rendering her uvconscious.

The Manufacture of Soap. 

In the productién of the well known 
English hard soaps of high repute the 
manufacturers use hard animal or vege- 
table fats and weak solutions of soda. 
these being generally boiled together un- 
til the thin paste is saponified. when the 
soap and the glycerin remain suspended 
in the water, and they are next sepa- 
rated by brine or common salt, in which 
soap is not soluble. Any excess of alkali, 
all the glycerin and the water combine 
with the salt and so throw the soap up 
to the top in a granulated mass. The 
spent lxe containing the glycerin is with- 
drawn through a tap placed at the bot- 
tom of the boiler. and the soap curd, 
after being melted. may be run direct 
into wooden or iron frames to cool and 
harden, or it may be further treated with 
ulhali and again salted and melted.

EASY TO FOOL US. 


Discard Sight and smell. and Water 
Will Pass For Coffee. 


It would pow seem from experiments 
which have been carried on in the Uni- 
versity of Iowa that we do not taste many 
of the things which we eat at our daily 
meals. It is asserted confidently that we 
merely smell them. If the nose is tightly 
closed in the ordinary man and he is 
blindfolded, he will not be able to distin- 
guish coffee from water or a wenk solution 
of quinine. This has been proved by ex- 
periments made on many persons. (Com- 
mon coffee was said to be water; it was 
also said to be quinine. Water was said 
to be coffee. Tea was called coffee. Tur- 
key was called perk. Raw apple was call- 
ed grape juice. Malt extract was sherry 
wine. Lard was pronounced butter. In 
short, experienced persons were unable to 
distinguish many common foods and 
drinks when sensations of smell were re- 
moved, and the conclusion was reached 
that a person might even practice cconomy 
in eating by merely blindfolding the eyes 
ind substituting la. pork and beef for 
butter, turkey and venison, while if the 
further precaution was taken to close the 


nose. a very week solution of quinine - 


would pass for good coffee and vinegar for 
the most costly wine. 

The experiments which led to these con- 
clusions were carried on by Professor G. 
T. W. Patrick of the University of lowa, 
who communicated some of the results of 
his work to the American Psychological 
society. Professor Patrick was enabled to 
attain great accuracy in his work by the 
fact that one of the persons he experiment- 
ed upon was an anosinic—that is, abso- 
lutely devoid of the sense of smell. He 
was enabled thus to determine which sen- 
eatipns were those of taste and which were 
smell He experimented also on normal 
sv.biccts, and some of the results were sur- 
prising. 

There are only four simple taste sensa- 
tions—namely, sweet, bitter, sour and 
nalt. It is said by some that thero are 
only two. sweet and bitter. All other sen- 
sations which are commonly called tastes 
are complex results of sensation of smell, 
touch, tempesnture and sight. The means 
by which we distinguish almost all of our 
common foods and drinks is not the sanse 
of taste so much lt is the senses of smell, 
touch and sight and temperature. All the 
fine differences by which we distinguish 
the various fruits, meats and drinks de- 
pend not upon taste at all, but upon these 
other senses. Pure sensations of taste add 
hardly more than a certain emotional ele- 
ment to the complex sensations.— Detroit 
Free Press

The Canadian 
Press Association (Ontario and Quebec) 
is having an excursion to the Coast. 
which will bring to this country the 
largest number of Ontario editors that 
have ever travelled through the West. 
Now these are the men who are entrusted 
with the education of the farmers’ sons 
of the eastern provinces, as far as public 
questions and immigration matters are 
concerned, Every member of the As- 
sociation who is satisfied with the con- 
ditions of things in the North-West can: 
and no doubt will, do more good to this 
country than a dozen immigration agents, 
While we might not be able to in- 
duce them to stop over at Moose 
Jaw, we think that something should 
be done to give them a welcome while 
passing through. For instance, they 
could be met at the station by a delega- 
tion of citizens and presented with an 
address setting forth some of the ad- 
vantages of our district. The excursion 
will pass through here about August 
8th or 9th, and we sincerely hope that 
the town council, or the Agricultural 
Society, or somebody, will take the 
matterin hand. We frequently hear 
complaints made that the advantages and 
resources of the Territories are not 
properly placed before our fellow country- 
men in the east by the immigration de- 
partment, and there is no doubt good 
cause for complaint. Butif the Immi- 
gration Department were not more alive 
to the problem of peopling these prairies 
than are some of the communities most 
interested, it would be a long time before 
our population would be materially in- 
creased. Perhaps the Department works 
on the principle of helping those who 
help themselves. So long as we let op- 
portunities like those mentioned above 
pass by—opportunities that it would cost 
but a trifle to take advantage of—we do 
not think there is much room to complain 
against the policy of the Department. 


The Toronto Globe deals in strong 
terms with the Senate's action in throw- 
ing out the Redistribution Bill, and thus 
defeating the will of the people as ex- 
pressed by their representatives in the 
Commons. The Globe says: “The ques- 
tion now to be determined is whether or 
not the Liberals of Canada belong to an 
inferior order of mankind, whether or 
not they are political Uitlanders in their 
own country, whether or not Conserva- 
tive politicians are divinely commissioned 
to govern through a partisan group in 

‘the Senate, when ejected from the 
treasury benches bya vote of the people.” 
It refers in severe terms to Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, and says that no body of | 
Canadian citizens can afford to accept a | 
position of political inferiority. “It is 
time fur the Liberals of the west, the 
Liberals of Ontario, to stand together and 
determine that not one inch of ground | 
will be surrendered in the federal or 
provincial sphere until political equality | 
for the Liberals is re-established in Can- 
ada. The plain policy of the Senate is to 
bedevil and dirupt the Liberal party, to 
wear out the patiepce of the people, to 
create the impression that the Liberals 
cannot govern.”

All on board, and off for Spokane on 
Uncle Sam’s side again. Where we ar- 
ived safe and sound the same evening. 
Hotel accommodation in enterprising 
„burg, was scarce aud ac a premium, 
and some of us were hoisted tive or six 
stories heaven ward. to get a place to 
sleep in. Next day sight seeing. going 
in procession to lay a flag on the bier 
of Lieut. Mobaban. (killed in fighting 
along with the British sailors in Sa- 
moa) and a street car ride to the park. 
In the afternoon a giand banquet and 
reception, and speeches by Senator 
Jones, the president of Chamber of 
Commerce, and ex-M. L. A. Insinger, 
late of Yorkton, on the American side, 
and President Scott, Magurn, Bell 
and McInnis on behalf of the 
Canadian press. This was our last 
visit in the United States, and we wish 
just here to acknowledge the uniform 
courtesy, aud hospitality of our Ameri- 
can friends wherever we went, and the 
unvurying expressions of good will to- 
wards Great Britain, and Canada in 
particular. The Americans seen at 
home and in his own house, is a very 
different kind of man from the one we 
are apt to copjure up in our own 
minds through the medium of sen- 
satio-al newspaper articles. particular- 
ly of what in times gone by was of the 
**tailtwisting’’ class. 

From Spokane our journey led us 
finally homeward and Nelson, B. C., 
was our next point where we arrived 
about five in the evening. It is a very 
pretty go-ahead town on the Kootenay 
lakes, the distributing point for the 
mining districts in that part of British 
Columbia. Here as elsewhere we were 
most courteously treated, although our 
time was too short to admit or any 
public demonstration. Nelson is grow- 
ing very rapidly, there being, we were 
informed 42 new buildings, all good 
ones in process of construction at the 
tame of oar visit.

which we reached during the night af- 
ter « delightful moonlight trip up the 
Kootenay lakes. Some of the ‘‘boys’’ 
spent the remainder of the night in do- 
ing the towu along with the mayor and 
afew more of the local great ones. 
Kaslo is a very pretty town, and the 
hearts of the people are something like 
their mountains—big and kind. Ar 
rangements had bee made for our vis- 
iting Sandon, the mining camp“ of 
that part, so at an early hour we were 
once more off and away. Of all our 
trip, we thought that part between 
Kaslo and Sandon the grandest, and 
most sublime. Any attempt at descrip- 
tion would fail to do it even scant jus- 
tice. On Payne the train was stopped 
to let us have a look down sheer eigh- 
teen hundred feet to the bottom of the 
gorge. 

Sandon is atypical mining town. 
Mines in all directions. The very 
streets are almost paved with silver. 
There are some very good buildings in 
the town. and others are being rapidly 
pushed forward. Here as elsewhere 
we were received with the utmost cor- 
diality, and an address embodying a 
large amount of ‘usefri information 
was presented. Many of the excursion- 
ists secured valuable specimens of ore 
as souvenirs of their visit. 

At 3 p. m. off again for Kaslo, to 
take the boat for Kootenay, where we 
were to meet our cars again, aud then 
home. A splendid banquet bad been 
got up to which two or three hundred 
sat down. Then a speech of welcome 
from the mayor, and reply by the pres- 
iuent and one or two other speeches 
and replies, and wehad to take a hur- 
ried departure, as the boat kept up 
whistling ‘‘all aboard.“ 

Kaslo was the last point in our itin- 
erary, and we may just say in conclu- 
sion of this part, that everywhere we 
received the greatest courtesy and hos- 
pitality, and we speak the feelings of 
the whole party in saying that we are 
all urder debt of lasting obligation for 
the kindness received on all hands 
during our trip. 

The next morning found us once 
more on the train at Kootenay Land- 
ing. Toot, toot. went the whistle and 
we were off across a long trestle bridge 
across the lake, and then along the 
Crows Nest line. This road was an 
object of interest to some of our party. 
A good many men are still at work 
upon it. Of course everything is new. 
Some pretty new towns are springing 
up all along the line, of which Cran- 
brook and Fernie are at present the 
principal ones. Everything points to 
rapid development in the near future 
in this part of Canada. We cannot in 
this hasty sketch give any description 
of the country traversed by the Crows 
Nest road. No doubt many of the edi- 
tors will do so in their respective 
papers, as also a much more lengthy 
one of the otber different points of in- 
terest. We were once mor: on the 
prairies in tue afternoon and at Fort 
McLeod our party began to break up, 
and from thence onward to those drop- 
ping off, a long, a delizbful, and a most 
instructive journey had come toan end.

Outlook Good for Harvest. 


Ottawa, July 19.—Information re- 
ceived during the past few days by the 
directors of the experimental farms re- 
garding the crops in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories are very encour- 
aging. S. A. Bedford, superintendent 
of the experimental farm, Brandon, 
Man., says that the crops at present 
look remarkably well and that the 
grass everywhere is unusually good. 
Mr. Bedford had just returned from at- 
tending aseries of meetings in different 
parts of Manitoba. 

Dr. Fletcher, who spent the past 
fortnight in addressing meetings of 
farmers in some of the best grain grow 
ing sections in Manitoba and the Verr)- 
tories, says that the crops everywhere 
are magnificent. Some of those best 
able to judge say that there has never 
been a better promise of an abundant 
harvest. 

A. Mackay, superintendent of the 
experimental farm at Indian Head, 
writes under date July I4th, as fol 
lows: ‘‘ Weather continues warm aud 
favorable for crops. For the past 
week it has been 80 to 83 im the shade, 
with no storms or winds. Nearly all 
the six-rowed barley is in head, and 
about a dozen varieties of wheat. Revi 
Fife is just starting to come out. We 
began cutting Erome grass hay yester 
day. This isa goodcrop. Gras: 
yesterday will give about three tous 0 
the acre.

Two Dangerous Trades. 

File cutting and glass polishing are 
the two trades in which the operatives 
are constantly subjected to the slow and 
stealthy growth of industrial disease. 
The danger in their case is even more 
alarming than in those which have been 
previously dealt with. as the power 
which daily menaces them is that most 
pernicions and treacherous evil. lead 
poisoning. In the case of file cutters 
the mischief is contained in the bed 
upon which the file is placed for cut- 
ting. This is composed of metallic lead, 
for, although other substances have 
been tried, it is declared that none of 
them give the desired amount of re- 
tistunce without resilience obtained by 
a lead bed. 

Glass polishing is dangerous in that 
the powder with which the edges of cut 
glass are treated contains 60 to 70 per 
cent of oxide cf lead. Here, again, the 
same reinedies are demanded, and for- 
tnnately they are not so difficult of at- 
tainment. In both these cases the poison 
pursues its victims with a malice as re- 
lentless as it is appalling. which kills or 
maims as surely as does any explosion 
or accident by violence.—Fortnightly 
Review

WEAK RULERS. 
They Have Seldom Retarded the 
Progress of a Nation. 


It is a curious fact that several conspicu- 
ous examples of nations thriving under 
weak rulers are to be found in history. 

To begin with, the Romar empire un- 
doubtedly reached its highest level of com- 
mercial and military prosperity during 
the first 400 years or so of the Christian 
era, and yet the majority of its rulers dur- 
ing this period displayed very little ad- 
ministrative ability, and many of them 
were not only weak, but absolutely vicious. 
In this case, however, it may be taken that 
the accumulated energy which had been 
growing up for centuries found its last ex- 
pression during the rule of the later em- 
perors and that Rome developed rather in 
spite of them than because of them. 

We have another striking example in 
Russia under Ivan the Terrible, who was 
undoubtedly the most unmitigated savage 
that ever occupied a European throne. 
Yet under him Russia developed in every 
way as she had never developed before, In 
fact, it is not too much to say that Ivan 
the Terrible made possible the work .of 
Peter the Great. 

The last century of the French mon- 
archy saw its throne occupied by men of 
sinall ability and generally considerable 
vices, whose alleged greatness—as, for in- 
stance, Louis X1V—was due to their min- 
isters and not to themselves. Yet during 
this period France undoubtedly became 
the most powerful of the continental na- 
tions. 

In English history we have a striking 
example in the reign of the infamous 
Charles II, the greatest scoundrel who 
ever sat on the English throne. In his 
reign the value of the mercantile marine 
doubled, the excise revenue nearly trebled 
and, perhaps most eloquent proof of all, 
land round the great cities more than 
trebled in value. Sa, too, with the first 
four Georges. They were all weak and 
most vicious, and yet it was during the 
period covered by their reigns the British 
nation took its final form and laid the 
foundation of all its subsequent triumphs 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.
